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Construction Begins on CBCC’s 
Southwest Playground Project

A fter almost four years of the Near SE/ 
SW Community Benefits Coordinat¬ 
ing Council’s (CBCC) planning, fun¬ 
draising, and advocacy, construction fencing 
appeared around the 3rd and I Street SW 
Library Park on Monday, June 30th. Depart¬ 
ment of General Services-certified contractor 
HRGM began tree removal and pruning as part 
of phase one of a two-phase project. 

The first phase will focus primarily on the 
center berm and will include: 

■ Tree pruning and removal; 

■ Earthwork and grading; 

■ Installation of 2-foot-high retainer walls 

along the center berm area; 

■ Installation of fencing along I Street SW 
and the corners of the center berm; 

■ Installation of Game Time playground 
equipment for ages two to five (butterfly, 
slide, mushrooms, spinning leaves); 

■ Installation of soft surfacing; 


■ Installation of a swing set one bucket, one 
ADA, and two belts); and 

■ Utilities work, including relocation of a 
light. 

The completion of this phase should take 
approximately eight weeks. The park is expected 
to reopen in late August. 

Phase two of the project will include storm 
water retention, remainder of retention walls, 
and repaving and scoring of the concrete. This 
second phase will require additional funding in 
the amount of $270,000 that was not placed in 
the 2015 budget, despite the CBCC’s request. 
We need each reader to please contact the offic¬ 
es of Councilmembers Tommy Wells (twells@ 
dccouncil.us) and Mary Cheh (mcheh@dccoun- 
cil.us) to demand this final funding for the 3 rd 
and I Street Park so we may complete the second 
phase and finish this project. 

On behalf of the CBCC, we want to express 
our sincere appreciation to our private donors, 
our volunteers, and the entire community for 
your encouragement, patience, and continued 
advocacy.

St. Augustine’s Begins New Role 
as “Church Without Walls”

S t. Augustine’s Episcopal Church, a fixture 
in Washington, DC’s Southwest com¬ 
munity since 1965, has announced a new 
P h ase of life in its neighborhood. 

St. Augustine’s Rector Martha Clark noted, 
“We are beginning a period as a church without 
walls’ while we await the construction of our 
new church on its original site at 6 th and M 
Street SW. We look forward to continuing our 
mission of service to the Southwest community 
for many years to come as the Episcopal presence 
on DC’s Southwest waterfront.” 

Under a unique partnership with developer 
PN Hoffman (PNH), the church sold a por¬ 
tion of its site for PNH to construct high qual¬ 
ity condominiums. St. Augustine’s will build a 
new church on the northern portion of the site 
including a second story sanctuary featuring 
spectacular views of the Washington Monu¬ 
ment. The new church’s glass and steel sanctu¬ 
ary will be designed by MTFA Architecture of 
Arlington, Va., a company that specializes in 
church architecture. The church and the residen¬ 
tial building were carefully designed to represent 
compatible yet distinct interpretations of the 
best approaches in design. 


The church is expected to be demolished 
this July, pending final approval from the DC 
government. Meanwhile, during its transition, 
St. Augustine’s is holding its 9:30 a.m. Sunday 
worship service and Sunday school in the fellow¬ 
ship hall of Christ United Methodist Church at 
900 4 th Street SW. 

The Service of Evening Prayer will be held 
Tuesdays at 6:30 p.m, at another neighborhood 
church, Westminster Presbyterian Church at the 
corner of 4 th and I Streets SW. 

Kwasi Holman, chair of the church’s Mission 
and Southwest Development committee, said, 
“Due to the sale of a portion of our site, we are 
now able to design and build our new church 
with plenty of space for Southwest nonprofit 
groups and service organizations to be there to 
help continue the church’s decades-long tradi¬ 
tion of serving southwest neighborhood families 
and children.” 

After demolition, construction will begin and 
the new church should be completed in mid- 
2016, according to Holman.

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Capitol Park Tower Designated as Historic Landmark

O n July 10th, the DC Fiistoric Pres¬ 
ervation Review Board voted to 
designate Capitol Park Tower (301 
G Street SW) as an historic landmark. The 
application was submitted by the Southwest 
Neighborhood Assembly (SWNA) on behalf 
of the tenants of Capitol Park Tower, and 
prepared by SWNA Fdistory Task Force vol¬ 
unteers Cecille Chen and Madeline Clites. 

As an historic landmark, Capitol Park Tower 
takes its place in the District of Columbia 
Inventory of Fdistoric Sites, alongside Tiber 
Island, Fdarbour Square, Town Center East, 
Arena Stage, and other historic landmarks in 
Southwest. 

The landmark hearing was a contentious 
one that took almost three hours to resolve. 
The odds were stacked against the nomination 
because the historic preservation staff report 
opposed designation based on grounds that the 
entire complex of Capitol Park was more signifi¬ 
cant than the sum of its parts, and therefore more 
significant than Capitol Park Tower. The owner 
of the property also opposed the nomination and 
was represented by an attorney, an architectural 
historian, and a landscape architect who mount¬ 
ed a vigorous argument against Capitol Park 
Tower’s qualifications for historic significance. 
These arguments were countered by ANC6D 
commissioner David Garber, SWNA president 
Kael Anderson, and eight Southwest residents 
who testified in favor of the landmark nomina¬ 
tion, including some Capitol Park Tower tenants 
who had lived in the building for decades. More¬ 
over, the nomination was supported by nearly 50 
Southwest residents and homeowners’ associa¬ 
tions who had signed a letter urging the board 
to approve the landmark nomination. Addition¬ 
ally, the nomination was endorsed by Council- 
member Tommy Wells, architectural historian 
Richard Longstreth, Southwest DC architect 
Eric Jenkins, and prominent preservation orga¬ 
nizations including the DC Preservation League, 
the Cultural Landscape Foundation, and DoCo- 
MoMo DC. After much discussion, the board 
voted four to one to designate the property as an 
historic landmark, acknowledging the masterful 
work of architect Chloethiel Woodard Smith 
and landscape architect Daniel Urban Kiley. 
Notably, Smith and Kiley had also collaborated 
on the award-winning FJarbour Square, which 
was designated an historic landmark in 2013. 

Capitol Park Tower was completed in 1962. 
It was the second of five high-rise buildings to be 



constructed in Capitol Park, a 30-acre complex 
that also features over 300 townhomes. Capitol 
Park Tower was designed in the modernist style 
promoted by Swiss architect Le Corbusier. The 
nine-story apartment building with a rectan¬ 
gular footprint is raised on massive piers, or 
pilotis, creating open space on the ground floor 
for parking, as well as a glassed-in lobby that 
allows one to see from the 
front of the building to the 
green park in the rear. Nota¬ 
bly, the balconies feature 
sunscreens, or brise soleil, 
made of hexagonal bricks 
with hollow centers that 
provide the residents with 
shade. The northern edge 
of the property includes a 
parking garage that features 
a barrel-vault canopy that 
recalls the pool canopy at 
Potomac Place, which was 

demolished to make room _ 

for an infill building. The 
unique design of the canopy adds a sculptural 
element to an otherwise utilitarian structure. On 
the eastern edge of the property, a swimming 
pool and a dressing pavilion are complemented 
with a custom-designed clock tower, communi¬ 
cation booth, and planter. These one-of-a-kind 
objects, featuring bold geometric shapes, impart 
a space-age feel to these everyday objects. The 
site also features a polychrome concrete mural 
and totem pole created by noted modernist artist 
Pietro Lazzari. Twelve miniature horses cast in 
concrete are scattered across the lawn and add a 
playful touch to the park-like setting. 

Capitol Park Tower’s lush landscape was 



designed by Daniel Urban Kiley, who is 
widely considered to be the most influential 
modernist landscape architects of the 20th 
century. Kiley created over 250 landscapes 
in his lifetime, including the Lincoln Center 
in New York, the U.S. Air Force Academy in 
Colorado Springs, and the Gateway Arch in 
St. Louis. Capitol Park is significant as his 
only large scale residential project. At Capitol 
Park Tower, he created a landscape based on 
modernist design principles, emphasizing 
layering of plants and asymmetry in the 
placement of the lawn and hardscape patio. 
Although most of the ground plantings have 
not survived, an impressive allee of sycamore 
trees have matured well over the past 50 
years, flanking a pathway that extends across 
the rear of the property. 

The park is well-loved and utilized by resi¬ 
dents, and the FJistoric Preservation Review 
Board made special mention of the significance 
of this green space and urged the owner to 
restore it to its former glory. As Southwest faces 
intense development pressure, this park is an 
increasingly rare amenity that residents cherish 
as a gathering place and a buffer against the 
1-395 highway that borders 
the northern edge of the 
property. 

Capitol Park Tower is 
also historically significant 
as one of the first apartment 
buildings in the District to 
implement a policy of non- 
discriminatory housing, pre¬ 
dating the Fair Fdousing Act 
of 1968. The commitment 
of this community to racial 
integration from its earliest 
days is evident in the diver¬ 
sity of its present residents. 
One might say that this policy also contributed 
to the reputation of our neighborhood as as pro¬ 
gressive and inclusive community. 

The Board’s endorsement of Capitol Park 
Tower’s historic status affirms the significance 
of Southwest in the architectural, planning, 
and social history of DC and the nation. As the 
country’s first urban renewal project, our com¬ 
munity was considered a model for the rest of 
the nation, exemplifying high standards applied 
to the public sphere. Indeed, the planning, 
landscaping, and architecture of Capitol Park 
Tower speak to an idealism for modern urban 
living that is reflected throughout the Southwest 
Redevelopment Area. 


PN Hoffman to Develop 600 Water Street at Waterfront Park 



P N Fdoffman (PNH), a devel¬ 
oper of urban mixed-use proper¬ 
ties and communities across the 
Washington metropolitan area, recently 
announced its plans to redevelop the St 
Augustine’s Church site in Southwest next 
to The Wharf project providing a new 
Church facing Maine Ave. and an adjoin¬ 
ing condominium building of 108 units. 

Across from Arena Stage, the newly 
created condo residences called 600 Water 
Street will adjoin an expansive new park 
overlooking the water. The 105,000 square foot 
residential building will consist of four floors 
plus generous penthouses with terraces. The 
residences will include 94 parking spaces below 
grade and will feature a variety of amenities, 


such as a club room equipped with a bar and 
kitchen and a landscaped courtyard with foun¬ 
tains. Proximity to the waterfront and the series 
of restaurants and entertainment venues now 
under construction at The Wharf will provide 
neighborhood amenities. 


“We are excited about working with 
the Church to reposition it for gen¬ 
erations to come and creating new luxury 
residences for The Wharf neighborhood,” 
said Monty FJoffman, founder and CEO 
of PNFT “These residences will join the 
well-established and desirable Southwest 
neighborhood embracing a new and 
serene 3.5-acre park setting adjacent to 
the water. This neighborhood will enjoy 
an easy stroll along the shoreline to the 
more activated community of the Wharf 
between 7 th Street and the timeless Fish Market.” 

Construction on 600 Water Street is expected 
to take 20 months, with permits expected by late 
July. Sales are expected to begin in the second 
quarter of 2015.

he girls are decked out in their most 
flamboyant outfits. Sequins, garish 
makeup, false teeth, and false eyelashes 
are a common sight among the group. High 
heels, a questionable choice in footwear for their 
age group, abound. Boas and sparkly bold jew¬ 
elry adorn their brightly colored costumes and 
feathered headdresses. 

Is this “Toddlers and Tiaras,” the popular yet 
controversial kids’ beauty pageant reality show 
on The Learning Channel? No; it’s the ladies of 
The Red Hat Society! 

The Red Hat Society, founded in 1998, is 
an international social organization made up of 
women over the age of fifty. The purpose of the 
society, known as a “dis-organization” is to have 
fun. The underlying concept is that women over 
the age of fifty have spent a good portion of 
their lives taking care of others and now it’s time 
for them to kick back, relax, and enjoy life. The 
theme is “Just Don’t Do It!” 

The official sport is shopping, the official 
musical instrument is the kazoo, and the offi¬ 
cial slogan is “Eat dessert first.” The attire, or 
uniform, is purple garb worn with a red hat - 
the more flamboyant the better. These colorful 
combinations identify the group and denote a 
unifying concept among its members. 

Each chapter is created by an individual 
woman called “The Queen Mother.” The Red 
Hat Society has no rules, allowing each Queen 
Mother to decide how she wants to run her 
chapter. The ladies participate in numerous 
activities including traveling, dining out, pajama 
parties, concerts, plays, art exhibits, movies, 
tea parties, marching in parades, an annual 
convention, wine tastings, and an occasional 
Hoot. 


A Red Hat Hoot is the senior lady equiva¬ 
lent of a flash mob, except instead of synchro¬ 
nized dancing to a prearranged song, they 
meet at a designed place for lunch and that 
all-important endeavor, shopping. 

I learned about The Red Hat Society in 2003 
and immediately started a chapter. The women 
who joined instantly formed a sisterhood, sup¬ 
porting one another and developing alliances 
that went beyond simple friendship. 

Many of the ladies lived alone, dependent 
on neighbors and relatives for help with gro¬ 
cery shopping, routine errands, yard work, and 
being driven to necessary appointments. As they 
became more comfortable with the public atten¬ 
tion we attracted, I routinely saw ladies whose 
lives had become stagnant morph into vibrant, 
courageous, strong women who were passionate 
about life. 

Encouraging each other as we grow older is a 
vital part of this sorority, but it’s just as impor¬ 
tant to laugh together when these “golden girls” 
boldly step into the spotlight at talent shows 
brazenly displaying their aging bodies and gray 
hair. Occasionally, we sit alongside each other 
in church pews proudly flaunting our most 
extravagant purple regalia and red hats as we say 
goodbye to one of our own. 

I agree with Kansas journalist William Allen 
White (1868-1944) who wrote, “My advice to 
the women of America is to raise more hell and 
fewer dahlias.” 

After all, girls just want to have fun.

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OPED: On an Authentic Waterfront

ittle by little, day by day, the old 
Southwest Waterfront is slipping 
away. 

It should have been obvious that a $2 bil¬ 
lion development project doesn’t fall from the 
sky without hitting a few treasures along the 
way. Still, we managed to be surprised - by 
the bulldozed trees on Seventh Street Land¬ 
ing, by the construction fence blocking the 
seawall promenade, by the traffic, by open 
water where there once was a thriving boating 
community, and by new docks where there 
was once open water. 

There are other, less obvious changes. 
Many of the regular fisherman are gone, as is 
the Friday night music outside Phillips Sea¬ 
food with a DJ as animated as Fred Astaire or 
Pharrell. The half-sunk fish barge is gone too, 
and Brother Bronson no longer keeps watch 
over Zanzibar, Gangplank, dog walkers, or 
evening strollers. The balconies of the Chan¬ 
nel Inn are empty, breakfast is gone, and the 
happy red sign is reduced to a shadow. 

The theorists will tell you that the bulky 
low-rise buildings and parking lots of the 
last major waterfront redevelopment were 
outdated and inappropriate, the product 
of car-centric urban planning no longer in 
vogue. A denser, taller, shinier development 
is on its way to replace it. That is the highest 
and best use of a waterfront, they say. We can 
only hope that they are right this time. 

The new developer speaks with genuine 
feeling about his vision for the Wharf. With 


all due respect, community and authenticity 
isn’t something the Wharf is bringing to the 
Southwest Waterfront, it was already here. 
Maybe it was grittier than most of the new 
Washington, DC, but it was real and it was 
ours. The real waterfront was busy with tour 
boats and dragon boats, liveaboards and nov¬ 
ice sailors. Families watched fishermen fish. 
Everyone came down to watch the fireworks. 
It was accessible. It was affordable. It was 
“activated,” as they say in planner’s parlance, 
without anyone “programming” it. There was 
a lot that was working about our waterfront. 
It was filled with people who treasured and 
used the Southwest Waterfront just as it was, 
warts and concrete and asphalt and all. 

Will that community and authenticity 
survive 10 years of construction? Probably 
not without some help and a lot of love. 
Preserving long-established patterns of trans¬ 
portation, pedestrian circulation, recreation, 
and commerce will take commitment and 
ingenuity from the construction team and 
the community. Comprehensive way-finding; 
safe, direct, and handicap accessible walking 
routes to the places that matter most; and 
affordable parking options would be a great 
start. Southwest has a long and sad history of 
cultural displacement in the name of prog¬ 
ress. The Wharf has a chance to do it right 
- starting now, not in 10 years. However, they 
can’t do it alone; they need to hear the voice 
of a community dedicated to preserving the 
truth of Southwest. Let them know. Speak 
up. What happens next is up to all of us.

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CBCC Gets a Seat at the Negotiating Table with City and DCU

As a member of the Winning Goal Coalition, 
the Near SE/SW Community Benefits Coor¬ 


dinating Council (CBCC) has led the effort to 
successfully gain a seat at the negotiating table 
with the city and DC United for inclusion of 
a community benefits agreement (CBA) for 


residents of ANC6D within recently proposed 
legislation - Bill 20-805, sent from the Mayor’s 
Office to City Council - to build a new soccer 
stadium in Buzzard Point. 

In separate meetings, the CBCC and Win¬ 
ning Goal Coalition members met in late June 
with both the city and DC United to discuss 
the need for a CBA, and to share initial broad 
concepts to address the needs of the ANC6D 
community in Southwest and around Buzzard 
Point. Both parties were amicable to the CBCC’s 
campaign for inclusion of a CBA, articulated 
this during their testimony at the June 26 th 
City Council Joint Committee hearing on the 
bill - at which several Winning Goal Coalition 
members, including the CBCC, testified - and 
stated that there are plans to meet again with 
the CBCC to obtain more specific details for the 
CBA so that a formal meeting may be held over 
the summer with all pertinent parties and city 
agencies at the table. 

The CBCC has begun drafting the items for 
a Southwest Soccer Stadium CBA with specific 


carve-outs to specify benefits for the residents 
of Buzzard Point and Southwest across the areas 
of: employment, affordable housing, education, 
and community enrichment. On July 17 th , the 
CBCC held a Southwest Soccer Stadium CBA 
campaign support meeting to further educate 
ANC6D community leaders and resident coun¬ 
cils about CBAs, to explain the process with 
the city, to share and obtain input for the CBA 
provisions, and to garner additional support. 
The CBCC incorporated the input it received 
from campaign supporters and has shared this 
initial draft list of items with the City Adminis¬ 
trator’s Assistant and DC United. A meeting for 
more formal negotiations to begin is currently 
being planned with the city, DC United, and 
the CBCC. 

The next CBCC Soccer Stadium CBA com¬ 
munity meeting will take place in late August. 
The date and location will be posted on the 
CBCC website, www.seswcbcc.org. Please be a 
part of this wonderful effort to bring real com¬ 
munity benefits to Southwest and Buzzard Point!

our time: astrophysicist Neil deGrasse Tyson. 
The space is amazing. And with its new set of 
planetarium projectors, you see the universe like 
you have never seen before. In this short film, 
Dr. Tyson discusses how invisible dark matter, 
together with dark energy, accounts for the other 
95 percent of the universe’s total energy and 
mass. Normally, this topic might put young and 


old to sleep in minutes, but instead Dark Uni¬ 
verse grips everyone right from the beginning 
in the only way the preeminent astrophysicist 
celebrity can; the material presented is not only 
accessible to adults, but also to kids in the audi¬ 
ence. Once the lights come on, I see parents 
with mouths agape as I hear their kids declare 
how “cool” and “awesome” invisible dark matter 
is. (Yes, you read that correctly.)
